"Attack On Canadian 

Economy:" Vancouver Grain Export 
Terminal Hit With Strike

A labor action by Canadian public sector workers threatens grain exports at a 
key terminal in Vancouver. The Wheat Growers Association calls the strike "an 
attack" on the Canadian economy and calls for "immediate action." 


According to a news release by Wheat Growers, "striking federal workers had 
intentionally targeted" the Cascadia Terminal in Vancouver, which indicates 
grain exports can't be exported, and farmers don't get paid if the grain isn't 
sold. 


"A strike is one thing, but to intentionally target a port that is critical to the lives 
of grain farmers and to the entire Canadian economy is the height of reckless 
irresponsibility," Wheat Growers president, Gunter Jochum, said about the labor 
action. 


Jochum continued, "It's time for the federal government to intervene. The Wheat 
Growers are calling on the federal government to immediately amend the 
Canada Grain Act to authorize third-party weighing and inspection of vessels 
leaving Canadian waters. Let's get the grain moving and protect our sector." 


The strike could exacerbate the strain on global grain supplies, which the 
conflict in Ukraine has already impacted. 


Global News said the strike at Cascadia Terminal involved at least 100 workers 
belonging to the Public Service Alliance of Canada. 


“How long will be (at the terminal)? We'll be there for as long as we need to be, 
or we won't. | think our tactics are going to be changing every day," said Jamey 
Mills, PSAC's regional executive director. 


Last week Agricultural Producers Association of Saskatchewan and Keystone 
Agricultural Producers of Manitoba warned the labor action might disrupt 
shipments and sourcing of temporary workers into Canada ahead of the planting 
season.

China is quickly becoming one of the largest automobile exporters in the world. 


In the first quarter of this year, the country's exports were up almost 60% 
thanks to NEV shipments, Caixin wrote earlier this month. Data released mid- 
month by the General Administration of Customs showed that the country 
exported 1.07 million vehicles in Q1 - a rise of 58.3% from the year prior.

The rise can be attributed to overseas shipments of new-energy vehicles (NEV), 
the report notes. NEVs surged 110% to 248,000 units, year over year, according 
to China Association of Automobile Manufacturers data. 


In the top spot was Tesla's Chinese unit, shipping out 92,000 units in Q1. It was 
followed closely by SAIC and BYD, who shipped out 56,000 and 39,000 units, 
respectively. 


The strong Q1 comes after China overtook Germany in 2022 to become the 
second largest exporter of vehicles, according to DirectIndustry E-Magazine. 
China, which exported 2.529 million passenger vehicles, up 56.7% from 2021, 
now only sits behind Japan. That report also noted the importance that NEVs 
played. 


“Ten years ago, Chinese car producers, were only involved in ICE cars. Chinese 
car producers had to compete with established producers from Japan and South 
Korea. So, the focus was more on the fast-growing domestic market, and as for 
exports, it was mainly to developing countries," said Bala Ramasamy, Professor 
of Economics, Associate Dean, China Europe International Business School. 


“Expect exports to continue to climb and the number of EV exports to dwarf ICE 
exports, specifically in the EU/UK where they will ban the sale of ICE vehicles by 
2035/2030,” said Tu Le, Founder, and Managing Director of Beijing-based Sino 
Auto Insights. 


Ramasamy concluded: “I think the fact that the Covid pandemic was quite 
contained in China in 2021 could have also given China and its production 
Capacity an edge against its rivals in South Korea and Japan.”

Duke Prof Calls For $14 Trillion In 
Reparations For Black Americans

A Duke University professor of economics called for $14 trillion in reparations for 
the descendants of American slavery this past week, which equates to 
approximately $350,000 per recipient. 


Appearing on the “Dr. Phil” show, William Darity said cash reparations should 
be designed to reduce the wealth gap between white and black 
Americans, which currently stands “in excess of $840,000 per 

household,” according to Fox News. 


As for where that prodigious amount of money would come from, Darity said the 
feds. 


“It would be paid by the federal government in the same way in which 
the federal government has met the expenses that were paid out for 
the purposes of trying to deal with the great recession and also, most 
recently, with the economic downturn associated with the great 
pandemic,” Darity said. 


The professor previously estimated that a total of $10 to $12 trillion would be 
necessary for reparations. 


Darity, who also is a professor of public policy and African/African American 
Studies, responded to Dr. Phil’s worries about financial mismanagement by 
noting no one ever worries about that when it comes to payments to other 
communities. 


Phil had said that “from a psychological perspective that if you take 
$350,000 or $840,000, and you write a check to any group of people 
[...] and say, ‘There you go. Best of luck.’ You come back in six months. 
They’re going to be broke.” 


As part of his point, Phil pointed to how much money was squandered during the 
COVID pandemic. 


From the story: 


“There is a substantial history of the United States government providing 
financial assets to white citizens, when it did not provide similar assets to Black 
citizens. Let’s go back to the period in which there was a promise made of 40 
acre land grants to Black Americans,” [Darity] added. “At the same time, when 
that promise was not fulfilled, the U.S. government gave one and a half million 
White families in the United States 160 acre land grants in the western 
territories, under the Homestead Act of 1860. ... 


Political writer Joshua Ferguson responded, “First of all, the U.S. government 
doesn’t have money. All of their money comes from taxes. To say you’re not 
going to take it from people today, you’re right. You’re going to take it from 
future generations. That’s what’s going to happen.” 


Author and civil rights activist Bob Woodson also criticized the plan, “I cannot 
think of any group of people who have been made wealthy by just transferring 
money to them.” 


According to his faculty page, Darity was the founding director of 
Duke’s Research Network on Racial and Ethnic Inequality. 


Amazon.com says that “From Here to Equality: Reparations for Black Americans 
in the 21st Century,” Darity’s most recent book, “makes the most 
comprehensive case to date for economic reparations for U.S. descendants of 
Slavery.” 


In early 2021, Darity was one of several researchers who 
claimed slavery reparations would have reduced the number of black 
COVID deaths during the pandemic.

Bud Light Suffers "Staggering" 
Sales Decline As Boycott Intensifies

New Bud Light sales data shows a "Staggering" decline after the brewer 
attempted to position itself as the king queen of "woke" beers with the help of a 
transgender TikTok influencer partnership. 


According to the New York Post, data from NielsenlQ and Bump Williams 
Consulting reveals a significant decline in Bud Light sales for the week ending 
on April 15, with a 17% plunge in revenue and a 21% slide in volume. 


For the week ending April 8, the seven days following trans-TikTok influencer 
Dylan Mulvaney promoting Bud Light on April 1, sales fell 6%, and volume sank 
11%. 


"These numbers are staggering ... and right now this is an extremely 
difficult scenario for Anheuser Busch, the Bud Light brand, and for AB 
distributors," according to an Insights Express report published on April 23, 
which focuses on the beer industry. 


Meanwhile, the boycott of Bud Light has sent Coors Light and Miller Lite's sales 
surging, suggesting consumers' deep opposition to Bud Light's marketing 
mishap.

Light pours were 6% lower than other light lagers from April 2 to April 15. 


Bud Light made a series of moves late last week following the backlash and 
increasing boycott calls for its products. Alissa Heinerscheid, the vice president 


of marketing for Bud Light, was forced to take a leave of absence. Another top 
exec, Daniel Blake, is also stepping aside. 


Fox News said Anheuser Busch hired consultants with experience in Washington, 
DC's conservative circles in an attempt to stop the hemorrhaging of sales. 


Former Anheuser-Busch exec Anson Frericks told co-host Will Cain on "Fox & 
Friends Weekend" on Sunday that the brewer is seeking to restore its 
conservative base might be a "wrong bet" because many diehard drinkers won't 
forget the Mulvaney TikTok marketing blunder. 


"That's the bet they're making. I think that's the wrong bet to make. And I 
think now is the time to go back and, for companies like Anheuser-Busch, to say 
that, ‘Hey, moving forward for brands like Bud Light, we're not going to 
be political. We're not going to get involved in the environmental social 
governance movement because that's not what the customer wants, '" 
Frericks said.

Tesla's latest round of price cuts on its Model Y - putting the base model of the 
crossover vehicle at $46,990 - has made the vehicle cheaper than the average 
new vehicle in the U.S. 


In fact, it's now about $759 cheaper than the average price tag on any given car 
or truck, according to Bloomberg. The Model Y was the best selling EV in the 
U.S. last year, the report notes, stating about Tesla's price cuts: 


"No carmaker has made such a dramatic a reduction to a high-volume 
vehicle in the modern age of the automobile." 


Tesla is continuing what seems to be a completely schizophrenic pricing 
strategy, with reports out late last week that the automaker had raised the price 
of its Model X and Model S vehicles just hours after missing margin estimates on 
its earnings report. 


The Model S Plaid and Model X Plaid now cost $107,490 from $104,990 earlier, 
Reuters reported last week.

Vaccines Don’t Have To Prevent 
Infection Or Transmission

Vaccines don’t have to prevent infection or transmission to be cleared 
in the United States, the country’s top regulatory agency said in a new 
document. 


“It is important to note that FDA’s authorization and licensure standards for 
vaccines do not require demonstration of the prevention of infection or 
transmission,” Dr. Peter Marks, a top official at the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), said in the document. 


Marks was writing as he rejected nearly all recommendations from a group of 
experts that advised the FDA to update the labels for the Pfizer and Moderna 
COVID-19 vaccines. 


Vaccines are traditionally known as drugs that prevent an illness. The 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) for years said a vaccine is 
a product that “produces immunity” while vaccination is an injection of an 
infectious organism “in order to prevent the disease.” The agency changed its 
definitions after people correctly noted that COVID-19 vaccines do not prevent 
infection. 


The Coalition Advocating for Adequately Labeled Medicines, a group of experts, 
had called for the FDA to make clear that the COVID-19 vaccines don’t prevent 
infection or transmission. 


“There is a widespread (but inaccurate) notion that efficacy against 
infection and transmission have been established by substantial 
evidence, and that these vaccines contribute to herd immunity,” the group 
said, pointing to claims from President Joe Biden, the head of the CDC, and Dr. 
Anthony Fauci that vaccinated people would not get sick or infected. 


Biden, for instance, falsely said in 2021 that “you’re not going to get COVID if 
you have these vaccinations.” 


“To remedy this situation, language clarifying that phase III trials were not 
designed to determine and failed to provide substantial evidence of vaccine 
efficacy against SARS-CoV-2 transmission or death must be added to labels,” the 
coalition said. SARS-CoV-2 causes COVID-19. 


While it’s uncommon to include in product labeling what a product has not been 
proven to do, there are cases where it’s necessary due to inaccurate 
assumptions, the coalition said. They pointed to the FDA stating that the 
influenza medicine Tamiflu “has not been shown to previous serious 
complications of influenza” after the drug’s manufacturer said it reduced 
complications by nearly half. 


Marks rejected the request, writing that the petitioners included “selected 
statements by U.S government officials suggesting that vaccination against 
COVID-19 may prevent infection or transmission” but omitted statements from 
Fauci and others that later acknowledged vaccines don’t prevent infection or 
transmission. 


“In responding to your Petition, we are not agreeing or disagreeing with any of 
the statements that are selected in the Petition,” Marks said. “Rather, we are 
observing that the statements referenced by the Petition do not demonstrate a 
commonly held belief that the clinical trials provided substantial evidence of 
efficacy against SARS-CoV-2 transmission. We are not convinced that there is 
any widespread misconception about this.” 


The head of the CDC, Dr. Rochelle Walensky, is among 
those maintaining to the present day that the vaccines at one point 
completely prevented transmission and symptomatic illness. 


Trial data showed high efficacy against symptomatic illness but not 100 percent 
efficacy. Real-world data has shown lower effectiveness. The trials were not 
designed to measure transmission, the FDA has said in various documents.

Particle: A Neutron That Could 
Solve The Mystery Of Existence

inextinguishable elements of individual life, which having once been, can never 
die, though they blend and change, and change again forever.”

When we think about the universe, it simply seems vast with boundless space 
filled with large and minute particles unknown to human beings. Undoubtedly, 
there is a lot that we have come to understand about our planet, the universe, 
and also ourselves, but what if everything we know is only a fraction of the 
vastness that is the universe? 


The study of “ghost particles,” or neutrinos, must make scientists feel 
the same way. We know everything and nothing at the same time. The 
ultimate paradox. 


A neutrino, as the name suggests, is electrically neutral and a fundamental 
particle, which means it is not composed of other particles like electrons, 
quarks, antiquarks, etc. Because of its small mass (earlier considered to be 
zero), neutrinos have a very weak gravitational interaction making it able to 
pass through normal matter unimpeded and undetected.

They are the most abundant particles in the universe that least interact with any 
other matter. 


To think about it, we are living in a world of countless trillions of neutrinos that 
can pass through us like we don’t exist. The combination of this ghostly 
presence and the important role they play in our universe is what’s captivating 
our physicists. 


Proposed in 1930 and later verified in 1950, a neutrino is a cosmic mystery to 
scientists (pdf) even decades after its discovery, as to: 


How much mass do they have? How many varieties of neutrinos exist? Do they 
have any magnetic properties? Are neutrinos their own antiparticles 
(antimatter)? 


In their latest book, physicist Alan Chodos and science journalist James Riordon 
explore this perplexing particle. 


“Ghost Particle: in search of the elusive and mysterious Neutrino” (2023) 
discusses the particle’s past and current discoveries, while they suggest it’s not 
just physicists who await those answers. 


Riordon says “neutrinos are incredibly important both for understanding the 
universe and our existence in it.” In simpler words, neutrinos can reveal how 
matter evolved from simple particles into more complex ones, creating 
everything around us. 


Are Neutrinos Their Own Antiparticles? 


Every single property discovery of neutrinos has been baffling and also 
intriguing for our researchers, the biggest being, whether the ghost particle is its 
own antimatter. 


If we are to believe in the Big Bang theory, the explosion should have created 
equal amounts of matter and antimatter, i.e the counterparts of electrons, 
protons and so on. Essentially, when matter and antimatter come into contact, 
they annihilate each other suggesting that our universe should be empty, but, 
evidently, that’s not the case. In contrast, the universe is filled with a lot of 
matter and a little antimatter, for reasons unknown. 


Physicists are still trying to understand the manner in which neutrinos interact 
with other particles, which is a challenge, as the particle has neutral charge with 
very low mass. 


Why Are Ghost Particles a Topic of Interest? 


The same property of neutrinos that makes them difficult to detect, i.e their 
weak interaction with surrounding particles, interests physicists, as this feature 
can be useful in probing environments that other radiations such as light or 
radio waves cannot penetrate. 


Another important role of a neutrino is in observation of supernovas, a luminous 
explosion of massive stars. 


The core collapse phase of a supernova is highly energetic, and so dense that no 
known particle is able to escape its core front, except for neutrinos. 


Neutrinos also have a crucial part to play in the research of “dark matter.” Its 
significance in probing cosmological phenomena is considered exceptional, and 
is thus a major focus of research in astrophysics.
